Readers  who  have  followed  the  course  of  “The  G.  and 
M.A.’s”  long  campaign  to  make  the  motor  industry  aware 
of  the  vital  need  for  publicising  itself  and  its  products, 
will  understand  this  journal’s  pleasure  at  the  decision  of  the 
Motor  Agents’  Association  (1)  to  publicise  their  service  and 
activities  in  the  daily  Press,  and  (2)  to  see  that  criticisms  of 
the  motor  trade  which  appear  in  newspapers  get  answered 
promptly  and  effectively. 

Though  it  still  falls  far  short  of  to-day’s  urgent  needs  as 
we  see  them,  this  is  a  most  welcome  and  Important  move  in 
the  right  direction.  To  say  that  the  initiative  for  a  move  of 
this  sort  should  have  come  from  the  Society  of  Motor  Manu¬ 
facturers  and  Traders  is  not  to  depreciate  the  M.A.A.’s  enter¬ 
prise,  It  simply  emphasises  that  the  retail  trade  is  evidently 
more  alive  to  some  of  the  facts  of  life  than  are  the  manu¬ 
facturers. 

Obviously,  the  association  cannot  speak  for  the  whole  of 
the  motor  industry  or  for  other  motor  vehicle  interests.  In¬ 
deed,  they  will  have  enough  on  their  plate  replying  to  the 
ill-informed  criticism  of  the  trade  which  appears  in  letters 
and  articles.  To  do  that  one  job  effectively  is  no  light  task, 
but  members  of  the  motor  trade  can  do  much  to  help  by  pass¬ 
ing  on  to  the  association’s  newly-appointed  Press  Officer  any 
criticisms  which  they  come  across. 

Wishing  that  officer  the  nimbleness  of  thought  and  word 
that  he  will  need,  we  give  him  one  suggestion.  This  is,  that 
Instead  of  replying  personally  to  each  critical  comment  in  local 
newspapers  he  sends  a  draft  answering  letter  to  a  garaglst  in 
the  area  for  transmission,  over  the  trader’s  own  signature,  to 
the  newspaper  concerned.  The  local  personal  touch  often 
carries  more  weight  than  a  remote  headquarters. 

We  shall  watch  the  M.A.A.’s  efforts  with  interest.  In  the 
meantime,  the  overall  need  remains — for  one  powerful  pub¬ 
licity  voice  to  talk  “horsepower  sense”  to 
the  Government  and  the  nation.  The 
M.A.A.  have  raised  their  voice.  What  about 
it.  manufacturers?

one  of  the  most  vital  functions  related 
to  engine  efficiency,  and  is,  moreover, 
one  of  the  most  badly-handled  parts 
into  the  bargain,  I  am  stating  the 
truth.

“We  use  a  ‘master’  circuit,  which  we 
know  to  be  efficient,  so  that  any  sign 
of  poor  performance  can  be  located  in 
the  distributor  unit. 

“First  of  all,  we  will  disconnect  the 
condenser  and  give  it  a  separate  test 
— you  already  know  how.  That  will 
establish  that  we  are  not  being  con¬ 
fused  by  trouble  in  that  direction.  We 
are  left  now  with  purely  mechanical 
functions,  apart  from  insulation,  and 
I  will  show  you  how  we  deal  with  it 
in  the  course  of  the  tests.

Checking  angle  of  dwell 

“Next,  we  have  to  check  the  Indi¬ 
vidual  angles  of  dwell.  This  term 
means  the  angle  of  cam  rotation  dur¬ 
ing  which  the  points  remain  closed.  In 
some  American  data,  you  will  find  it 
referred  to  as  ‘cam  angle’  but  don’t 
get  confused  with  the  phase  angle. 
This  Is  the  most  Important  factor  In 
distributor  operation,  as  dwell  angle 
determines  the  period  of  time  during 
which  the  coll  can  build  up  Its  prim¬ 
ary  current  before  the  circuit  Is  Inter¬ 
rupted. 

“I  explained  to  you  when  we  were 
discussing  coil  tests  that  the  primary 
has  to  grow  from  zero  to  full  stall  cur¬ 
rent,  and  you  will  understand  that 
this  requires  a  time  period — ^however 
short  It  is  In  practice.  At  low  and 
moderate  breaker  speeds,  the  period  of 
build-up  Is  much  less  than  the  period 
of  dwell,  and  the  coll  Is  able  to  achieve 


open. 

“The  relationship  between  angle  of 
dwell  and  the  contact  gap  is  something 
that  we  will  deal  with  next  time.’’

by  the  ‘stop  plate’?’’  The  only  stop  to 
the  moving  point,  when  the  cutout  is 
in,  is  the  other  point.’’ 

As  Mr.  Helme’s  reply  to  the  query 
may  be  of  Interest  to  other  readers,  we 
give  it  here: — 

“The  point  you  mention  concerning 
the  adjustment  of  a  cutout  has  drawn 
my  attention  to  what  is  apparently  a 
misleading  phrase  in  the  article  con¬ 
cerned.  You  are  quite  correct  in  say¬ 
ing  that  the  fixed  point  forms  the  in¬ 
ward  stop,  this  being  the  determining 
factor  of  the  closed  pole  gap.  For 
your  Information  the  following  notes 
may  be  of  some  help  in  dealing  with 
the  ten  amps  reverse  current  you  re¬ 
port  on  your  customer’s  Riley  car: — 

“A  high  reverse  current  can  be  due 
to  several  possible  reasons.  Assuming 
that  the  series  coil  connections  and 
contact  points  are  clean  and  sound, 
and  the  air  gaps  are  clear  of  metallic 


particles,  the  cutout  should  open  at 
the  figure  specified  by  the  makers. 

“When  the  contacts  have  been  filed 
to  remove  burnt  surfaces,  this  may 
result  in  the  closed  gap  being  too  small 
on  assembly,  in  which  case  one  or 
more  of  the  packing  shims  can  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  fixed  point  mounting, 
so  that  the  points  will  meet  when  the 
armature  is  further  from  the  pole, 
thereby  providing  a  larger  closed  pole 
gap. 

“The  open  pole  gap  is,  of  course, 
determined  by  the  position  of  the  stop 
plate,  which  limits  outward  movement 
of  the  armature. 

“Should  you  find  that  increasing 
the  closed  pole  gap  does  not  effectively 
reduce  the  reverse  current,  I  would 
advise  you  to  apply  to  Joseph  Lucas, 
Ltd.,  Service  Dept.,  Gt.  King  St.,  Bir¬ 
mingham,  19,  who  have  recently  pro¬ 
duced  a  booklet  giving  all  the  settings 
for  their  cutouts  and  regulators.” 


“Be  Wary  of  loans  from  Petrol  Cos.” 

Queensland  retailers  warned 


“Not  to  be  taken  lightly" 

Last  week  we  published  a  statement 
by  the  Motor  Agents’  A,ssoclatlon  warn¬ 
ing  petrol  retailers  who  are  partici¬ 
pating  in  exclusive  representation  schemes, 
about  the  dangers  attached  to  accepting 
financial  help  from  the  petrol  companies 
against  mortgages. 

A  similar  warning  Is  contained  In  the 
June  Issue  of  the  “Queensland  Motor 
Industry,”  the  official  organ  of  the  Queens¬ 
land  Automobile  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  Journal  says: — 

“Jast  because  a  man  owns  a  .service 
station  and  a  small  repair  shop,  just  becau.se 
dealings  with  an  oil  company  have  become 
part  of  his  familiar  dally  round,  and  just 
becau.se  the  local  representative  may  be  ‘a 
decent  sort  of  bloke.’  there  is  no  reason  why 
that  garage  proprietor  shoiihl  take  any  oil 
company  lightly  and  he  prepared  to  sign 
anything  that  Is  put  in  front  of  him. 

“It  Is  with  the  greatest  regret  that  ob- 
■servers  watch  the  Increasing  registration  of 
bills  of  sale,  given  to  oil  companies  over 
entire  garage  businesses,  premises  and 
ttssets,  for  figures  tliat  liave  no  possible  hope 


of  ever  being  met  from  linsiiiess  activity  in 
the  next  lew  years.

Gibson  Jarvie  launches  another  attack  on  the 
follies  of  the  present  system 


That,  as  I  see  it.  is  the  irreducible  minimum 
of  our  task. 

"On  the  other  hand,  what  are  we  doing? 
Our  industrie.s  are  hamstrung  by  silly 
departmental  regulations  which  Impede  pro- 
gre.ss  and  delay  production  when  they  do 
not  stop  production  altogether.  Our  eoiii- 
paiiies,  Ity  penal  taxation,  are  deprived  of 
the  resources  whieli  they  require  and  are 
denied  tlie  right  to  .save  enough  from  profits 
to  niaiiituin  their  equipment  at  tiie  iiigiie^t 
nuMiern  standard. 

"Enterprise,  without  which  there  Is  no 
progre.ss,  is  denied  opportunity.  Enterprise 
and  initiative  are  made  practically  impos¬ 
sible  by  a  bureaucracy  which  may  have 
served  its  purpose  during  the  war  but  which 
has  no  valid  place  to-day.

Minimum  task 

ONCE  again,  Chairman  J.  Gibson 
Jarvie,  of  United  Dominions 
Trust,  Ltd.,  has  sounded  a  warn¬ 
ing  about  the  “crippling  incidence"  of 
taxation.  This  time  it  was  at  Shrews¬ 
bury,  where  he  said:  “Taxation  in  our 
country  has  reached  a  point  which,  if 
persisted  in,  will  spell  the  death  of 
industrial  and  commercial  Britain.” 

Following  a  reference  to  the  International 
political  situation,  Mr.  Gibson  Jarvie  went 
on : — 

"It  lies  with  us  to  try  to  place  oimselves 
in  such  a  position  that  we  can  meet  the 
crisis  when  and  if  It  comes.  To  do  that  we 
must  spend  vast  sums  an  rearmament.  To 
do  that  our  productive  capacity  should  be 
going  full  blast  and  our  potential  industrial 
capacity  should  be  built  to  Its  highest. 
That  means  men  must  work  so  that  the 
maximum  output  may  be  secured  in  the 
minimum  time. 

“It  aLso  means  that  no  concern  dealing 
with  essential  production  should  be  starved 
of  lbs  raw  materials,  of  Its  finance  or  of  Its 
opportunities:  that  those  who  produce  or 
support  production  must  be  permitted  to 
husband  their  .strength  and  to  buttre.ss 
their  resources  by  piling  up  reserves. 

"Our  export  markets  must  be  cultivated 
to  the  greatest  possible  extent.  Our  cur¬ 
rency  must  be  given  its  maximum  value  and 
world  confidence  in  it  must  be  re.stored. 


Afraid  to  risk  quarrel 

"Tlie  frtie  story  of  l^rituin’s  industrial  and 
i-oniinercial  servitude  to  liiireaueracy  has 
never  been  written  and  may  never  be  told, 
since  most  people  seem  to  be  afraid  to  risk 
quarrelling  with  a  Government  department."

Most  show  capital  increase 

N  idea  of  the  growth  of  the 
garage  industry  in  public  com¬ 
pany  finance  is  given  in  the 
accompanying  panel,  from  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  all  these  concerns, 
with  one  exception,  are  equal  to  or 
larger  than  their  size  at  the  time  of 
their  entry  into  public  company 
finance,  judged  by  the  authorised 
capital  standard. 

The  exception  is  Mann,  Egerton  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  which  is  smaller,  and  which 
was  also  the  earliest  representative  of 
its  Industry  in  the  public  company 
field. 

First  registered  in  March,  1905,  It 
became  a  private  company  in  April, 
1908.  Conversion  into  public  company 
form  was  effected  in  1919  when  the 
authorised  capital. was  increased  from

Westover  Garage,  Ltd.,  has  recorded 
an  appreciable  capital  expansion  since 
its  registration.  This  took  place  in 
1930  when  it  was  stepped  up  from 
£75,000  to  £125,000  by  £50,000  of 
preference  shares.  An  important  year 
In  Its  history  was  1936,  as  it  was  then 
that  the  existing  £1  ordinary  and 
preference  shares  were  subdivided  and 
consolidated  into  one  class  of  5s.  share, 
a  structure  which  has  prevailed  since 
that  time.

Lex  Garages,  Ltd.,  registered  in  the 
same  year  of  1928,  was  formed  to 
acquire  the  undertakings  of  F.  &  P. 
Vandervell,  Ltd.,  and  Simmons  and 
Edwards,  Ltd.  It  now  owns  garages 
and  service  stations  in  London  and  the 
suburbs  and  its  subsidiaries  include 
the  Stockton  Shipping  and  Salvage 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Avant  Galleries,  Ltd.,  a  firm 
of  retailers  of  furniture  and  equip¬ 
ment,  Weybridge  Automobiles,  Ltd., 
and  Reading  Automobiles  (weybridge).

An  Important  year  in  its  history  was 
1934,  when  the  capital  was  reduced 
from  £200,000  to  £137,500  by  writing 
off  5s.  and  6d.  respectively  from  each 
preference  and  ordinary  share  then 
existing,  and  reducing  the  nominal 
amounts  to  15s.  and  6d.  respectively.

of  sole  distributors  of  Morris  cars  and 
commercial  vehicles  in  and  around 
London.  In  1938.  it  was  appointed  as 
authorised  dealers  for  Wolseley  and 
M.G,  cars.  Other  present  Interests 
Include  Commercial  (Stewart  & 
Ardern)  Properties,  Ltd.,  the  Cunard 
Motor  and  Carriage  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
Maddox  Properties,  Ltd. 

The  third  1935  entrant  into  public 
company  finance  was  Mann  &  Overton, 
Ltd.  This  concern’s  main  interest  is 
the  supplying  of  taxi-cabs  on  hire 
purchase  terms  in  London  and  the 
Provinces.  It  also  owns  an  agency  for 
Austin  taxi-cab  chassis  for  the 
Metropolitan  Police  area  of  London. 
Another  interest  is  a  firm  named 
Mechanical  Investments,  Ltd. 

In  1941  the  capital  was  reduced  from 
£300,000  to  £225,000.  This  was  effected 
by  repaying  10s.  per  preference  share 
and  reducing  the  nominal  and  paid  up 
amount  from  £1  to  10s.

Many  inquiries 

Signs  that  motor  vehicle  salesmen 
are  gradually  emerging  from  the 
state  of  hibernation  brought  about 
by  the  post-war  shortage  of  vehicles 
are  to  be  found  In  the  number  of  In¬ 
quiries  which  we  are  receiving  for  a 
suitable  form  of  salesman’s  employ¬ 
ment  agreement.  Some  readers  need 
one  for  use  now:  others  want  to  have 
one  at  hand  against  the  return  of  a 
buyer’s  market. 

As  we  reported  last  week,  the  ques¬ 
tion  Is  also  being  considered  by  the 
Motor  Agents’  Association  as  a  result 
of  a  request  from  the  Metropolitan 
Division  for  the  association  to  draw  up 
a  standard  form  of  agreement.  This 
request  was  Inspired  by  the  Important 
law  case  (reported  In  our  April  19th 
Issue)  in  which  a  salesman  who  had 
been  dismissed  from  his  firm  claimed 
for  commission  on  all  orders  not  de¬ 
livered  at  the  time  of  his  dismissal  and 
for  wrongful  dismissal. 

Whether  the  M.A.A.  will  be  able  to 
devise  a  standard  agreement  has  not 
yet  been  decided.  “The  G.  and  M.A.’s” 
experience  Is  that  it  Is  practically  Im¬ 
possible  to  draw  up  a  form  of  wording

that  will  satisfy  the  ideas  of  all  motor 
agency  firms.  It  is  therefore  possible 
that  the  association  will  simply  sug¬ 
gest  wording  that  can  be  adapted  to 
suit  individual  requirements. 

Meanwhile,  since  the  subject  is 
again  topical,  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  has 
pleasure  in  reproducing  a  suggested 
form  of  agreement  previously  pub¬ 
lished  in  these  pages  on  October  27th, 
1945,  In  response  to  an  outburst  of  in¬ 
quiries  which  we  received  just  about 
then.  The  wording  Is  not  ours,  but 
that  of  a  reader  who  used  it  for  many 
years  between  the  wars  and  who  found 
that  it  met  all  his  needs. 

He  gave  us  permission  then  to  pass 
it  on  for  the  benefit  of  other  “G.  and 
M.A.”  readers,  and  will  therefore  not 
mind  our  repeating  it  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  those  who  have  not  preserved 
the  1945  publication.  Though  it  may 
not  suit  everyone,  the  agreement  can, 
of  course,  be  adapted  to  meet  particu¬ 
lar  needs.

support  for  the  neck  of  the  roll.  A  bracket  is  fitted  to  the  ^ 

side  of  the  main  frame  to  support  the  free  end  of  the  roll 
as  it  is  swung  out  from  the  bearing,  thus  preventing 
excessive  weight  being  placed  on  the  other  bearing. 

Two  of  the  bright  steel  rollers  are  suitably  grooved  to  accommodate  sheets  which  have 
been  previously  wired.  Screws  control  the  back  roll  for  various  diameters  and  the  top  roll 
for  pressure.  The  top  and  bottom  rolls  grip  the  material  and  the  required  diameter  is 
obtained  by  rolling  the  sheet  progre.sslvely  through  the  rolls  In  as  many  passes  as  are 
necessary  to  form  It.

Struggle  in  Europe 

S  has  been  remarked  before,  the 
British  motor  industry  now 
faces  even  more  formidable  com¬ 
petition  from  Europe  than  it  does 
from  America.  Car  production  in  the 
States  has  for  long  been  on  such  a 
vast  scale  that  there  is  at  any  rate 
some  tendency  to  think  we  have 
nothing  else  to  worry  about.  To-day 
that  is  very  far  from  true,  as  is  clearly 
evident  from  some  facts  and  figures  I 
have  just  been  studying.  Undoubt¬ 
edly  the  most  important  recent  devel¬ 
opment  has  been  the  revival  in 
Western  Germany;  Volkswagen  pro¬ 
duction  continues  to  expand,  and  that 
vehicle  alone  is  a  strong  rival  in  not  a 
few  of  the  continental  markets.  While 
the  Italians  do  not  seem  to  be  advanc¬ 
ing  in  quite  the  way  they  were,  the 
French  have  been  forging  ahead  re¬ 
markably,  The  Renault  output,  for 
Instance,  is  treble  the  pre-war  figure, 
even  though  that  factory  seems  to 
have  had  more  than  its  share  of  labour 
troubles. 

Handicapped? 

MONO  British  cars  that  are 
much  favoured  in  the  States  is 
a  certain  model  that  is  turned 
out  by  its  makers  in  what  must  be 
very  considerable  quantities.  Even 
so,  an  American  buyer  counts  himself 
lucky  if  he  can  obtain  delivery  of  one 
in  much  less  than  a  year.  So  at  any 
rate  I  am  told  by  a  man  who  has  made 
a  special  study  of  the  market,  and 
apparently  that  has  been  the  position 
over  quite  a  long  period.  And  it  has 
occurred  to  him  to  wonder  whether 
the  manufacturers  concerned  have 
been  getting  all  the  assistance  from 


order  to  keep  somewhere  near  level 
with  the  demand.  Seemingly,  that  has 
not  been  done,  and  the  nation  loses. 

Calling  for  action 

ATERIAL  shortages  are  not 
the  only  handicap  facing 
British  manufacturers  who  are 
trying  to  increase  their  exports — 
which  they  could,  if  given  the  chance. 
To  extend  a  factory  is  not  so  easy  as 
might  be  supposed.  Difficulties  and 
delays  over  building  licences  are  fan¬ 
tastic,  by  all  accounts.  Within  the 
past  week  I  have  heard  two  bitter 
complaints  about  this  from  different 
sources  in  our  industry.  This  calls 
for  Government  action.  Another 
thing  that  is  causing  concern  is  the 
state  of  the  market  for  used  machine 
tools.  Prices  have  been  rocketing,  for 
the  reason,  as  it  is  rumoured,  that 
buyers  acting  on  behalf  of  certain 
foreign  interests  have  instructions  to 
secure  such  equipment  practically  re¬ 
gardless  of  cost. 

Leadership 

T  seems  that  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  made  a  tremendous 
impression  at  the  A.A.  luncheon. 
Many  present  had  not  heard  him 
speak  before,  and  he  surpassed  their 
expectations,  high  though  they  had 
been.  The  main  point  made  by  H.R.H. 
was  that  the  organisations  tend  to 
work  in  watertight  compartments,  and 
what  is  wanted  is  far  more  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  all  road  users.  There  he 
has  something.  The  highway  is  no 
place  for  class  warfare,  and  we  have 
had  far  too  much  of  it.  Naturally  it 
keeps  alive  and  inflames  the  anti- 
motoring  prejudice  that  is  so  detri¬ 
mental  to  our  trade.  Here  the  Duke

Sir, — Havlag  some  experience  of  publicity 
for  the  motor  trade  I  would  say  that  our 
lady  Member,  Mrs.  Maisle  Johnson-Manning 
(July  19th  issue)  has  hit  the  nail  a  real 
"fourpenny  one”  on  the  head  with  her  re¬ 
marks  on  expensive  advertising. 

It  has  always  been  a  mystery  to  me  how 
firms  that,  judged  by  their  success,  must 
be  run  by  hard-headed  business  men  can 
be  persuaded  to  sanction  the  spending  of 
so  much  money  on  the  kind  of  advertising 
referred  to  by  Mrs.  Johnson-Manning. 

If  a  firm  is  making  articles  that  depend 
mainly  on  eye-appeal  for  their  sales,  ladies* 
clothes,  furniture.  Jewellery,  etc.,  it  is  a 
sound  policy  to  present  them  in  as  attrac¬ 
tive  a  manner  as  possible.  But  I  doubt  very 
much  if  any  garagist  has  ever  ordered  goods 
solely  because  of  the  expensive  get-ups  of  a 
catalogue. 

All  he  wants  is  a  clean,  well-printed  Job, 
with  concise,  useful  information  and  prices 
(and  no  blurbs  or  bathing  beauties). 

There  are  several  possible  reasons  for  the 
waste  of  money.  A  firm  may  be  using  an 
advertising  agency  with  big  ideas — and  a 
keen  eye  for  the  commissions  on  printing, 
drawings,  blocks,  etc.  Or  it  may  be  doing 
its  own  advertising  and.  having  no  practical 
knowledge  of  printing,  order  catalogues 
from  a  printer  who  also  has  big  ideas  and 
whose  only  thought  is  to  produce  something 
expensive,  without  regard  to  its  fitness  for 
the  goods  with  which  it  is  dealing. 

Another  reason  I  will  refer  to  cryptically 
with  the  words  Advertising  Expenditure — 
Excess  Profits — Income  Tax  Relief.  So  what 
docs  it  matter  how  much  the  Job  costs ! 

In  this  connection,  a  printer  friend  of 
mine  has  told  me  several  times  of  customers 
who  have  given  him  orders  for  catalogues  of 
so  expensive  a  nature  In  relation  to  the 
goods  concerned  that  he  has  actually  tried 
to  persuade  them  to  have  something  less 
costly.  But  the  only  reply  has  been  on  the 
lines  of  the  above  cryptogram. 

Maisle  sums  up  the  whole  crazy  business 
very  clearly  with  her  remark,  "After  all,  in 
most  cases  only  the  middleman  sees  these 
beautiful  products."  No  matter  how  attrac¬ 
tive  the  pictures,  a  sensible  garagist  will  not

Stock  goods  unless  be  feels  fairly  sure  of 
selling  them.  And  if  he  has  a  demand  for 
them  he  will  put  in  a  stock  even  if  be  hasn’t 
got  a  de  luxe  catalogue. 

Although  a  lot  of  money  is  certainly 
wasted  in  this  manner  it  is  very  doubtful 
if  cutting  down  the  wastage  would  have  any 
material  effect  on  the  price  of  goods.  The 
only  way  that  can  be  done  is  by  producing 
more  goods  at  existing  —  or  lower  —  wages 
costs.  But  that  is  so  obvious  that  it  is  dis¬ 
missed  as  nonsense.

Sir, — You  may  be  interested  to  know  that 
this  company.  In  conjunction  with  Salford 
Lanca.shlre  Police,  are  going  to  operate, 
from  Saturday,  August  2nd  tc  August  9th 
Inclusive  each  day  except  Sunday  from 
10  a  m.  to  9  p.m.  the  first  complete  safety 
lane  to  b«  operated  In  co-operation  with 
local  authorities  in  this  country. 

The  safety  lane  Is  being  organised  as  part 
of  Salford  Road  Safety  Week  and  an  exact 
reproduction  of  an  American  Official  Motor 
Vehicle  Inspection  Station  will  be  Installed 
In  Albion  Square.  Salford.  It  Is  hoped  that 
this  .scheme  will  lead  to  greater  road  safety 
and  will  follow  the  lines  of  the  first  Ameri¬ 
can  Inspection  of  vehicles  which  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Springfield  Illinois  Motor  Club 
from  April  25tb-30th,  1930.

Whilst  obviously  those  people  who  can 
take  advantage  of  driving  their  car  through 
the  safety  lane  will  have  to  be  resident  In 
and  around  Manchester,  should  the  .scheme 
be  a  success  similar  lanes  will  be  operated 
In  other  parts  of  the  country.  Both  this 
company  and  the  Salford  Police  are,  of 
course,  anxious  that  as  many  people  as  pos¬ 
sible  will  take  advantage  of  the  safety  lane 
Each  driver  who  runs  his  car  through  the 
.safety  lane  will  be  Issued  with  a  red  card 
giving  details  of  his  brake  and  steering  effi¬ 
ciency  and  In  addition  to  this  the  cars  that 
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pass  the  minimum  standards  iaid  down  wiil 
have  a  gummed  slip  stuck  on  the  wind¬ 
screen  announcing  that  tests  have  been 
made. 

All  the  driver  has  to  do  to  go  through  tlie 
safety  lane  is  to  drive  on  the  roadway  at 
a  speed  of  between  5-10  miles  per  hour  and 
when  the  wheels  of  his  vehicle  mount  tlie 
metal  runway  he  has  to  apply  his  brakes  as 
he  would  in  an  emergency.  The  brake 
tester  actually  consists  of  four  horizontal 
scales,  one  for  each  wheel,  which  accurately 
measures  the  braking  effort  developed  by 
each  brake  in  bringing  the  vehicle  to  a 
stop  under  Its  own  pedal  pressure.  The 
pounds  of  braking  effort  on  each  wheel  are 
Instantly  and  simultaneously  recorded  on 
the  vertical  gauges  which  are  grouped  so 
that  they  assimilate  the  reactions  of  the 
four  wheels  of  the  vehicle.  The  recording 
unit  is  attached  to  the  metal  tracks  upon 
which  the  driver  runs  and  applies  his 
brakes. 

Combined  with  the  brake  tester  is  also 
a  wheel  alignment  gauge  and  as  the  vehicle 
drives  over  indication  Is  given  as  to 
whether  the  front  wheels  are  out  of  align¬ 
ment  and  by  how  much. 

Prom  the  brake  tester  the  motorist  then 
passes  along  the  lane  a  little  farther  where 
his  headlights  are  tested.  Our  electric  eye 
headlight  tester  checks  the  aim  as  well  as 
the  candlepower  of  headlights.

obtaining  a  true  beam  on  the  screens.  Read¬ 
ings  obtained  at  this  distance  are  auto¬ 
matically  transferred  into  readings  which 
would  be  obtained  at  25ft. 

In  addition  to  this  the  vehicle  before 
driving  out  of  the  safety  lane  will  have 
a  front-end  inspection,  the  front  end  of 
the  vehicle  being  raised  by  a  jack  to  a 
height  sufficient  to  enable  a  quick  Inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  steering  assembly,  exhaast  sy.s- 
tem  and  tyres. 

Some  comparative  figures  of  safety  tests 
In  America  may  be  interesting.  Based  upon 
the  1949  Inspection  of  2,496.806  vehicles  In¬ 
spected  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey  In  their 
safety  lanes.  It  was  found  that  over  274  per 
cent,  needed  brake  service,  that  114  per 
cent,  needed  steering  and  wheel-alignment 
correction  and  over  41  per  cent,  needed 
headlight  service  or  other  lighting  service. 

This  safety  lane  will,  we  feel,  keep  alive 
national  Interest  In  road  safety.

One  es.sentlal  point  Is  whether  It  Is  pos¬ 
sible  to  design  a  reasonably  efficient  motor 
within  the  confines  of  a  driving  wheel  and. 
as  a  starting  point  In  the  Investigation,  such 
a  motor  has  been  designed  and  Is  being  con¬ 
structed  for  laboratory  tests. 


N.I.A.E.  research 

WORK  of  the  National  Institute 
of  Agricultural  Engineering 
and  the  Scottish  Machinery 
Testing  Station  is  invaluable  to  all 
concerned  with  power  farming,  not 
least  among  them  being  the  agricul¬ 
tural  engineer. 

Open  days  at  the  N.I.A.E.’s  place  at 
Sll.soe,  Bedfordshire,  last  week  coincided 
With  publication  of  the  report  for  the  two 
years  ended  September  30th,  1951,  and  on 
view  were  many  of  the  latest  re.search  de¬ 
velopments. 

During  the  two  years  reviewed  In  the 
report,  exactly  100  test  reports  were  ls.sued 
by  the  Agricultural  Testing  Department. 
This  testing  is  primarily  In  the  form  of  a 
service  to  manufacturers,  and  85  of  the  tests 
were  at  their  request.  The  remaining  15 
tests  were  made  to  provide  Information  for 
use  within  the  N.I.A.E.,  and  were  chiefly 
with  foreign  machines  .sp<'clally  Imported, 
the  chief  object  being  to  learn  whether  they 
might  be  .suitable,  with  or  without  modifi¬ 
cation,  for  British  conditions.

MONOPOLIES  COMMISSION’S  WORK  CRITICISED 


MOTOR  AND  TYRE  TRADES  DEFENDED  BY  M.P.s 


SI‘Ki;i)-l  1*  llUiKU 

HERE  were  two  or  three  monopolistic 
practices  which  were  emerging  from 
the  Monopolies  Commission’s  reports. 
They  were  the  use  of  collective  boycott,  ex¬ 
clusive  dealing,  the  black  list  and  restric¬ 
tions  on  new  entry  into  the  trade,  stated 
Mr.  Hugh  Dalton  (Bishop  Auckland)  during 
the  deb, ate  on  the  work  of  the  Monopolies 
Commission  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

He  quoted  from  the  White  Paper  on  re¬ 
sale  price  maintenance  issued  by  the  late 
Government  wherein  it  is  stated  that.  If 
a  trader  failed  to  observe  any  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  by  v'hlch  the  associations 
seek  to  clo.se  loopholes,  he  might  incur 
penalties  ranging  in  severity  from  fines  up 
to  boycott.  .\  trader  who  incurred  these 
penalties  at  the  hands  of  a  trade  asso«-ia- 
tion  had  no  recourse  to  any  iiiglier 
autiiority. 

To  speed  up  the  work  of  the  Commission 
Mr.  Dalton  suggested  that  advantage  should 
be  taken  of  Section  15  of  the  present  Act 
which  empowered  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
refer  to  the  Commission  the  effects  of  the 
abuses  in  industry  generally  and  not  simply 
one  Industry. 

“IJKIIIM)  I.Ot  KKI)  HOOKS" 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  admitted  that  the  work  of 
the  Commission  was  slow,  but  pointed  out 
that  it  was  inucii  itcttcr  In  take  a  long  time 
to  protiiice  a  good  tiling  tiian  a  siinrt  time 
to  produce  a  liad  tiling. 

The  right  approach  to  the  matter  was  by 
the  agreed  and  accepted  machinery  of  the 
Commission.  Our  energies  ougiit  to  lie 
bent  towards  improving  and  perfecting  it 
and  using  it  to  tlie  full,  and,  perliaps, 
evtending  it. 

During  the  debate,  Mr.  Fletcher  Cooke 
(Darwen)  mentioned  that  a  Member  had 
made  great  play  with  the  sinister  things 
that  go  on  behind  locked  doors. 


■‘Locked  doors  and  the  Star  Chamber 
.sound  very  bad,”  he  went  on,  “but  I  ap¬ 
peared  professionally  before  one  of  these 
locked  door  tribunals  enforcing  British 
Motor  Trade  Association’s  covenants  for  the 
sale  of  new  cars  under  covenant. 

"C’ertain  niiitor  traders  tried  In  lireak  tlie 
one-year  and  two-year  cotenants  and  tlie 
trade  lias  its  own  triliunal  in  tlie  West  Knd 
liy  wliicli  tliey  may  lie  put  on  trial.”

There  were  great  theoretical  objections  to 
this  practice,  he  added,  but  neither  the  late 
nor  the  present  Government  had  objected 
to  it.  In  fact,  they  had  welcomed  it.  It  liad 
taken  a  great  load  olT  tlieir  slioiilders  in 
regard  to  enforcing  covenants,  wliii'li  was 
greatly  in  tlie  pulilii*  Interest  in  a  sellers* 
market.  It  was  not  right,  therefore,  to  talk 
about  locked  doors  as  if  they  were  always 
bad. 

We  had  not  had  enough  experience  of  the 
operation  of  the  Commission  in  a  buyers' 
market  and  until  this  had  been  gained  it 
would  be  unwise  to  separate  the  operation 
of  a  body  which  In  its  short  history  had 
proved  valuable. 

The  question  about  industries  where  the 
goods  require  an  after-sales  service,  such  as 
motor  cars  and  tyres,  was  raised  by  R. 
Reader  Harris  (Heston  and  Isleworth),  who 
IS  Secretary  of  the  National  Tyre  Distribu¬ 
tors  As.soclatlon. 

In  the  tyre  industry,  he  said  they  had 
arrangements  which  might  be  called  ex¬ 
clusive  dealing.  One  could  not  sell  a  tyre 
in  this  country  unless  lie  was  on  tlie  Tyre 
Traile  Register,  liiit  It  was  not  difllcult  to 
get  on  the  register. 

There  were  26,(X)0  names  on  the  register. 
Tyres  could  be  sold  by  anyone  who  could 
prove  he  has  a  shop,  knows  how  to  fit  a 
tyre  and  has  premises  available  for  doing 
it.  Clearly  we  did  not  want  tyres  fitted 
(Continued  on  page  1188.) 
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badly  or  there  would  be  accidents.  It  was 
reasonable  there  should  he  some  ehe<'k, 
therefore,  before  a  man  was  allowed  to  sell 
a  tyre. 

"What  about  motor  cars?"  Mr.  Harris 
asked,  “there  are  resale  price  maintenance 
arrangements  in  the  motor  car  Industry 
and  very  strict  ones — and  my  goodness,  if 
they  had  not  been  strict  how  would  any¬ 
body  have  got  a  car  In  the  last  few  years 
with  the  tremendous  shortage? 

“If  there  had  not  been  the.se  very  strong 
resale  price  maintenance  agreements  no¬ 
body  would  have  been  able  to  get  a  car 
except  at  a  fantastic  price,  whereas 
throughout  all  these  difficult  years,  al¬ 
though  people  have  had  to  go  on  waiting 
lists  and  have  had  to  wait  for  cars,  at  any 
rate  they  paid  the  right  prices  for  them 
when  they  got  them.  (Cries  of  “Oh!") 

“Well,  the  Labour  Government  in  five 
and  a  half  years  of  office  did  not  manage 
to  devise  a  better  sy.stem  than  the  one  In 
operation  at  the  moment. 

"The  former  Minister  of  Supply  stood  at 
the  itox  one  night — I  heard  him — iind  ex¬ 
plained  that  they  had  tried  to  improve  the 
seheme  for  the  allocation  of  motor  cars,  and 
fulled.  I  agree  that  the  system  Is  not  per¬ 
fect,  but  It  Is  nid  anybody's  fault  that  there 
Is  not  a  better  method.”

IM.P.  K.AI.SES  CO.MPENSATION  CASE 

On  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  Mr,  Martin  Lindsay 
(Solihull),  raised  the  case  of  C.  J.  Hurst, 
of  Olton,  Birmingham,  who,  through  the 
nationalisation  of  road  transport,  lost  a 
£4,000  Job,  and  was  deprived  of  between 
£25,000  and  £30,000  compensation. 

The  proceedings  in  this  ca.se,  when  the 
Queen's  Bench  Divisional  Court  "reluc¬ 
tantly”  quashed  an  award  to  Mr.  Hurst  by 
the  Birmingham  Compensation  Appeal 
Tribunal  of  about  £26,000,  were  reported 
In  "The  G.  and  M.A."  of  May  31st. 

Mr.  Lindsay  explained  to  the  House  that 
formerly  Mr.  Hurst  was  employed  as  manag¬ 
ing  director  of  two  road  haulage  under¬ 
takings  at  a  salary  of  £3,000  a  year,  with 
an  annual  commission  of  £1,000. 

On  nationalisation,  he  accepted  employ¬ 
ment  as  a  group  manager  at  a  salary  of 
£1,200  a  year,  and  by  way  of  compensation 
the  Road  Haulage  Executive  offered  him  the 
"almost  unbelievable"  figure  of  £803  13.s. 
lOd.,  subject  to  tax. 

Replying  for  the  Government.  Mr. 
Bralthwaite,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Transport,  pointed  out  that  the 
regulations  uruler  which  the  ca.se  arose 
were  made  by  the  previous  Government  In 
accordance  with  Section  101  of  the  Trans¬ 
port  Act,  1947. 

The  Act  required  the  British  Transport 
Commission  to  |>ay  compensation  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  regulations  and  they  had 
taken  the  only  course  open  to  them.  To 
alter  the  present  position  would  nece.ssltate 
an  amendment  to  the  regulations  and  It 
would  not  be  easy  to  Justify  such  an  amend¬ 
ment  at  this  stage. 

In  conclusion,  the  Minister  expressed  the 
hope  that  when  road  haulage  returned  to 
freedom  and  private  enterprise,  Mr.  Hurst 
might  find  some  restoration  of  the  prospects 
he  lost  through  State  expropriation.

for  all  cars  to  be  sold  with  certificates  of 
road  wort  hi  ness. 

Refusing  to  act  on  the  suggestion,  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Transport,  pointed  out  that  there  was  no 
evidence  that  accidents  attributable  to 
vehicle  defects  were  Increasing,  and  It 
would  be  difficult  and  expensive  to  set  up 
a  system  which  would  secure  that  a  vehicle 
did  not  change  hands  without  a  reliable 
certificate  of  this  kind. 

In  any  case,  the  certificate  would  be  of 
only  temporary  value.  It  was  an  offence  to 
use  on  the  roads  any  motor  vehicle  in  such 
a  condition  tliat  it  was  likely  to  cause 
danger. 

Miss  Burton  then  asked  the  Minister  If 
he  was  aware  that  garage  mechanics  were 
very  concerned  at  the  condition  of  the 
lower-priced  used  cars  now  being  offered 
for  sale  and  considered  them  a  menace  to 
road  safety.  Further,  the  motoring  associ¬ 
ations  had  excellent  facilities  for  testing 
cars. 

Mr.  Bralthwalte  acknowledged  he  was 
aware  of  these  matters,  but  asked  Miss  Bur¬ 
ton  to  recall  that  they  were  exhaustively 
examined  by  the  Alness  Committee,  and 
that  their  recommendations  were  contrary 
to  her  suggestions.

B.M.T.A.  COVENANT  CASE 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  the  British  Motor  Trade  Association 
made  application  on  motion  to  restrain 
John  Joseph  Ackerley  of  645,  Knutsford  Rd., 
Warrington,  from  dealing  In  motor  vehicles 
which  are  subject  to  covenant. 

The  association  alleged  that  the  defend¬ 
ant  had  Induced  a  number  of  covenantors 
to  dispose  of  their  vehicles  In  breach  of 
covenant.  The  defendant  was  represented 
by  counsel  who  gave  an  undertaking  to  the 
Court  that  until  the  trial,  the  defendant 
would  not  deal  In  motor  vehicles  subject 
to  covenant. 


NEW  PREIMLSE.S  IN  NOKWICII 

Workshops  and  parts  store  covering  some 
4,400  .sq.  ft.  were  opened  by  Norfolk  Trac¬ 
tors  Works,  Ltd.,  In  Ber  Street,  Norwich, 
on  Thursday  last  week.  The  building  was 
taken  over  recently  and  equipped  to  meet  ( 

the  requirements  of  the  firm  as  Ferguson 
main  dealers.  (Picture  on  facing  page.) 

Adjoining  the  building  Is  another  6,000 
sq.  ft.,  which  Is  at  present  open  space  for 
displaying  tractors  and  Implements.  Some 
of  this,  however,  will  eventually  be  taken 
In  as  and  when  need  arises. 

The  firm,  with  offices  at  66,  King  Street, 

Norwich,  also  have  depots  at  Downham 
Market  and  Fakenham,  providing  complete 
coverage  of  the  county. 

At  a  lunch  In  connection  with  the  Nor¬ 
wich  development.  Chairman  Cecil  Kay  re¬ 
counted  the  difficulties  that  had  been  en¬

M.A.A.  PUBLICITY  CAMPAIGN 

NOTES  FOR  PITILIC  PRESS 

One  of  the  first  results  of  the  new  pub¬ 
licity  policy  adopted  by  the  Motor  Agents’ 
Association  (referred  to  In  our  Terse  Talk 
this  week)  was  the  sending  out  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  Press  of  a  reminder  that  M.A.A.  members 
“will  be  extremely  busy  before  the  August 
Bank  Holiday  week-end  preparing  cars  for 
holiday  motoring"  and  suggesting  that 
“owners  make  arrangements  In  good  time  for 
servicing  work  to  be  carried  out.” 

This  was  followed  by  some  practical  ad¬ 
vice  for  owners  on  the  sort  of  attentions 
necessary  for  a  pre-holiday  check-up — brake 
adjastments,  tyre  checking,  steering  Inspec¬ 
tion,  lubrication,  electrical  check  up,  wheel 
balancing,  and  so  on — and  concluded; — 

“With  the  aid  of  special  service  equip¬ 
ment  this  work  can  be  carried  out  quickly 
and  to  higher  standards  of  accuracy  by  the 
modern  garage.  Except  in  emergency,  whlle- 
you-walt  service  Is  not  possible  at  this  time 
of  year,  and  maintenance  by  appointment  Is 
reconunended.  Good  maintenance  means 
safer  motoring.”

CANADIAN  CAR  SALES  DROP 

Sales  of  new  cars  In  Canada  totalled 
84,717  during  the  first  four  months  of  this 
yeai,  a  big  drop  from  the  132,755  sold  In 
the  same  months  of  1951,  according  to 
figures  Just  Issued  by  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics. 

The  decline  was  most  apparent  In  Jan¬ 
uary  and  February  and  to  a  lesser  extent  In 
March.

TO  EXAMINE  P-TAX  CHANGES 

TWO  fJOVERN.tlENT  t’O.M.HITTEES 

Mr.  Butler,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
announced  In  Parliament  last  week  the 
appointment  of  two  conunlttees  to  inquire 
into  the  effects  of  taxation  changes  and 
valuation  for  purchase  tax. 

The  terms  of  reference  for  the  Conunlttce 
of  Inquiry  into  taxation  changes  are:  — 

(1)  To  examine  the  position  of  traders 
holding  stocks  of  goods  on  which  Purchase 
Tax  or  other  duties  have  been  paid,  on  an 
alteration  of  those  rates  of  tax  or  duty. 

(2)  To  consider  how  far  there  Is  a  case  In 
principle  for  the  payment  of  compemsatlon 
at  the  expense  of  the  Crown  for  loss 
occasioned  by  a  reduction  of  tax. 

(3)  To  report  what  detailed  arrangements 
can  be  recommended  as  being  practicable 
and  equitable  as  between  one  trader  and 
another  and  as  between  the  trade  and  the 
revenue — and  to  make  recommendations  as 
they  may  think  fit. 

The  terms  of  reference  of  the  committee 
on  purchase  tax  valuation  are: — 

To  examine  the  representations  of  traders 
as  to  the  principle  of  as.sesslng  purchase  tax 
at  a  common  value  level;  and  to  make 
recommendations  as  to  the  manner  In  which 
this  or  any  alternative  principle  should  be 
applied  In  valuation  for  purchase  tax. 
having  regard  to  the  different  points  In 
distribution  at  which  the  tax  has  to  be 
levied. 

(As  the  findings  of  these  committees  may 
not  be  known  for  a  considerable  time,  the 
Motor  Agents’  As.soclatlon,  as  we  reported 
last  week,  are  Investigating  the  provision 
of  p-tax  reduction  cover  for  motor  agents 
now. — Ed.)

COMPETITION  IN  U.S.  MOTOR 
INDUSTRY  FROZEN 

EFFKCT  OF  .MATFKIAI.S  AI.LOt'ATION 
Three  men,  the  members  of  the  appeals 
board  of  the  U.S.  National  Production 
Authority,  are  responsible  for  freezing  all 
competition  in  the  U.S.  motor  industry, 
says  the  “Wall  Street  Journal,”  of  New  York. 

In  a  comment  on  the  board's  rejection  of 
the  Ford  appeal  for  a  bigger  allocation  of 
raw  materials,  the  paper  crlticLses  the  fact 
that  the.se  men  “have  the  i>oHer  to  dictate 
the  shape  of  the  motor  lndiistr>’.” 

It  recalls  the  cUiys  when  a  motor  manu¬ 
facturer  who  wonted  a  bigger  share  of  the 
market  had  only  to  make  a  car  that  a  lot 
of  people  wanted  to  buy  at  a  price  they 
wanted  to  pay. 

“The  elder  Henry  Ford  got  to  be  king  of 
the  motor  industry,"  it  says,  “by  pleasing 
our  own  family  and  millions  like  us. 

“Young  Mr  Ford  can  build  the  best  car 
on  the  market  and  .sell  it  at  the  cheapest 
price,  he  can  have  his  customers  lined  up 
at  his  dea'ens — but  for  all  that  he  can  make 
and  sell  no  more  than  21  per  cent,  of  the 
nation's  cars. 

“So  long  as  we  have  this  kind  of  planning, 
young  Henry  can  work  himself  to  death 
trying  to  build  us  better  and  cheaper  cars. 
But  only  21  per  cent,  of  us  can  have  them.” 

Ford  appealed  to  the  U.S.  National  Pro¬ 
duction  Authority  for  a  bigger  share  of  the 
raw  materials  allocated  to  the  U.S.  motor 
Industry,  but  their  claim  wa.s  rejected.  The 
company  are  now  considering  taking  legal 
proceedings  to  press  their  claim. — B.U.P.

HOME  DELIVERY  EXPORT  CARS 

During  May  and  June  no  fewer  than  3,073 
applications  for  home  delivery  export  cars 
were  vetted  by  the  association  states  the 
“B.M.T.A.  News  Letter.” 

While  the  number  of  mala  fide  applica¬ 
tions  Is  much  smaller  than  previously,  the 
association  Is  able,  nevertheless,  to  advise 
manufacturers  to  refuse  delivery  to  quite 
a  number  of  persons  who  they  cun  show  are 
not  genuine  applicants. 

Two  cases  have  arisen,  the  letter  states, 
indicating  consistent  attempts  to  exploit 
the  export  market,  which  also  Involve  cur¬ 
rency  Irregularities.  These  are  now  the 
subject  of  police  investigation. 


VAUXHALL  TO  BUILD  WORKS 
AT  AMPTHILL 

Foil  BOBYBLil.DING  .AND  ASSE.MBLY 

Future  plans  for  the  reorganisation  of  the 
Vauxhall  Motors  works  at  Luton  Include  the 
building  of  a  new  plant  for  bodybuilding 
and  as.sembly  work  some  nine  miles  away  at 
Ampthlll. 

This  has  been  revealed  by  the  publication 
of  the  Bedfordshire  County  Development 
Plan  which  last  week  was  passed  by  the 
Bedfordshire  County  Council  prior  to  being 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

The  new  works,  which  would  be  built  on 
ground  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  main 
line  railway  at  Ampthlll  station,  would  em¬ 
ploy  between  3.000  and  5,000  people,  who 
together  with  their  families  would  be  housed 
in  Ampthlll  Itself  and  to  the  east  of  the 
railway  in  the  village  of  Flltwlck. 

Vauxhall  Motors  have  said  they  must 
either  develop  further  in  Luton,  which 
neither  they  nor  the  county  council  consider 
desirable,  or  be  given  permission  to  develop 
a  site  within  reasonable  distance  of  Luton. 
They  cannot  build  their  proposed  new  ex¬ 
tension  In  a  development  area,  as  its  dis¬ 
tance  from  their  main  works  would  then 
entail  duplicating  many  of  their  senior 
technical  staff.

I.MJ'ORTANtK  OF  EMPLOYKKh’  HELP 

An  appeal  to  employers  to  help  In  the 
training  scheme  for  motor  vehicle  service 
mechanics  was  made  by  Dr.  E.  R.  Patrick, 
Head  of  the  Engineering  Department  of  the 
North  Staffordshire  Technical  College,  at 
the  annual  dinner  of  the  North  Stafford¬ 
shire  Motor  Traders’  Association. 

Dr.  Patrick  pointed  out  that  nearly  100 
motor  mechanics  under  training  were  sent 
to  the  college  once  a  week,  and  most  of 
them  came  from  association  members. 

Tlie  practical  side  of  the  work  at  the 
college  amounted  to  two  to  three  hours  a 
week,  which,  in  all,  was  hardly  a  month’s 
full-time  work.  It  was  most  important, 
tlierefore,  for  the  employer,  and  the  crafts¬ 
man  under  whom  the  boy  worked,  to  do 
their  part  and  teach  him  as  much  of  the 
practical  craft  as  possible. 

Dr.  Patrick  was  replying  to  the  toast  to 
the  association  propo.sed  by  J.  B.  Hall,  locad 
Manager  of  Martins  Bank,  who  thought  the 
as.soclatlon  might  consider  widening  their 
sphere  of  Inffuence  by  contacting  traders 
In  other  districts  with  the  object  of  form¬ 
ing  similar  associations. 

Replying  to  the  toast  to  ’’The  President,” 
proposed  by  T.  Caddy,  immediate  Past 
President,  President  8.  Halley  .said  the  re¬ 
tail  motor  trade  was  fast  approaching  a 
great  change,  with  shortage  of  money  and 
the  move  from  a  sellers’  to  a  buyers’  mar¬ 
ket.

Sickness  check-ups  should  not  be  resented 


Nettie-like  topio 

RAB!  Yes,  this  is  a  nettle-like 
topic  and  I’m  grasping  it  firmly. 
You  see  I’m  thinking  about 
extended  payment  during  sickness  of 
salaried  employees.  Things  being  as 
they  are  and  human  nature,  in  spite 
of  the  efforts  of  the  education  authori¬ 
ties,  remaining  decidedly  uneven  in 
character,  that  is  a  nettle-like  subject. 

Now,  by  extended  payment  I  mean 
beyond  the  normal  scale  used  by  the 
employer  and  because  the  employee 
happ(>ns  to  have  long  service  with  a 
generous-minded  company. 

I  am  all  for  generous  Impulses  by 
generous-minded  companies,  but  I 
have  worked  among  salaried  em¬ 
ployees  who.  In  a  number  of  cases, 
were  not  worth  the  trust  placed  in

them.  Their  conversation  in  private, 
and  their  actions,  made  that  very 
clear.  So  if  you  guess  that  I’m  ener¬ 
gised  into  writing  by  knowledge  of 
cases  of  flagrant  abuse  then  you’ll  be 
dead  right. 

One  of  the  things  I  dislike  intensely 
is  the  hedging-in  with  restriction  of 
the  modest  weekly-paid  employee, 
whilst  the  monthly  or  quarterly-paid 
man  (or  woman)  with  the  grand  air 
gets  away  with  blue  murder. 

Glib  smart-alecs  may  be  in  the  min¬ 
ority,  but  they  can  cause  considerable 
resentment  among  fellow  employees. 
For  that  reason,  in  prolonged  cases  of 
sickness  there  is  good  reason  for  the 
firm  to  have  either  the  report  of  their 
own  doctor  (if  they  employ  one),  or  at 
least  an  independent  industrial  doc¬ 
tor’s  report. 

I  can  think  of  two  cases  of  sickness. 
In  one  the  firm’s  own  doctor  became 
Involved  and  as  a  result  a  lot  was  done 
to  help  a  man.  Indeed,  all  sorts  of 
difficulties  were  just  pushed  out  of 
the  way.  The  man  himself  and  the 
local  doctor  could  not  have  done  a 
tenth  of  the  things  that  were  within 
the  power  of  a  strong  firm  well  dis¬ 
posed  towards  a  reliable  employee. 

"Easy”  outlook 

The  other  case  is  not  so  good.  The 
firm,  also  a  strong  one,  took  an  “easy” 
outlook  and  did  not  have  any  proper 
report.  Well,  I  draw  a  veil  over  what 
has  happened,  except  to  say  that  it  is 
most  unfair  to  others,  no  credit  to  the 
motor  industry,  and  still  less  to  the 
employee. 

There  is  a  lofty  idea  in  the  heads  of 
some  staff  folk  that  they  belong  to  the 
caste  of  Great  Untouchables.  That  is

But 
In  many  cases  the  trouble  arises 
through  lack  of  clear  understanding 
between  employee  and  employer. 

Resent  bein^J  questioned 

Behind  this  feeling  of  untouch- 
ablllty  is  sharp  resentment  at  being 
questioned  In  any  way  or  subjected  to 
commonsense  checks  applied  to  other 
and  lower-paid  staff.  Thus  you  get 
the  drift-ln-and-out-when-I-like  em¬ 
ployee  who  would  swoon  at  the  sight 
of  a  clock  card.  There  is  also  the  man 
(or  womans  working  away  from  super¬ 
vision  who  considers  he  (or  she)  can 
do  anything  he  (or  she,  bless  her) 
likes. 

You  who  are  charged  with  handling 
senior  staff  must  know  these  blighters 
quite  well  by  their  attitude — if  you 
have  moved  around  a  bit.  Give  and 
take  Is  essential  at  all  times,  and 
where  jobs  have  a  vague  background. 


some  vigilance  is  necessary.  Among 
them  are  sales  people  and  those  con¬ 
nected  with  publicity  and  technical 
liaison.  All  can  either  be  jobs  with 
damned  hard  work  or  a  cloak  for  con¬ 
siderable  and  expensive  irresponsi¬ 
bility. 

So  I  want  to  make  a  point  to  em¬ 
ployees,  writing  from  an  employee's 
angle.  If  you  are  working  for  a  good 
firm  whose  policy  is  clear  and  maybe 
generous,  do  not  resent  supervisory 
checks,  or  independent  examination 
during  sickness,  or  a  visit  at  home. 

These  unwanted  checks,  which  cost 
any  employer  money,  have  been 
brought  about  in  the  interests  of  all 
concerned  by  the  usual  small  percen¬ 
tage  of  mealy-mouthed  staff  twisters, 
who  would  do  anybody  down  almost 
as  a  principle. 

The  more  generous  a  firm  and  the 
“easier”  their  system,  the  more  these 
harpies  and  blood-suckers  are  en¬ 
couraged  in  their  craft.  Sit  back,  boss, 
and  see  if  the  balance  is  being  held 
fairly.
